Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 3l 12 2""^ paragraph 

The Office Action rejected Claims 63 and 67 as being indefinite. Claim 63 was amended 
after the first office action in an attempt to further clarify its distinction from the cited art. The 
amended text can be understood in view of the preamble of the claim. The preamble of claim 63 
recites: "A method of coupling a signal propagating from a first wave guide configured for a first 
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
